PENNY ARCADE MEMORIES 


In the days before radio or television, coin-operated arcade machines provided countless hours 
of entertainment. From local ice cream parlors and pool halls to the larger amusement parks, 
the young and old alike lined up for a chance to beat the machine or have their fortunes told. 
For only a penny or sometimes a nickel, each machine offered a special promase— Ehcctmetty is 
Life,” claimed the shock machines that promised to cure headaches and steady nerves; the 
Wizard of Fortune dispensed a picture of your future sweetheart; Cupid delivered love letters 
while others tested your strength or lung capacity. The less adventuresome could pay just to 
hear their favorite tunes. “The thrill was in the challenge of trying to beat the machine,” 
explains Dr. James Smith, whose collection is offered here. 


The first coin-operation devices dispensed holy water in Egypt more than 2,000 years ago, yet is 
wasn’t until the 1880s that American entrepreneurs recognized both the profitability and the 
entertainment value of these devices. When an early machine designed as a bank with a race 
course came to be used for gambling, the form proliferated, and by the end of the 19th century 
coin-operated game machines could be found in nearly every town in America. Their popularity 
peaked before World War I; they flourished again during the Depression as people sought an 
inexpensive source of entertainment. 


Dr. Smith has found memories of the coin-operated machines he played as a boy during the 
1930s. ‘My father, however, did not approve of my all too frequent trips to the local pool hall,” 
explains Dr. Smith. ‘““He was a banker who tried to live a ‘dignified’ life.” Dr. Smith also rode 
the trolley to the amusement park in Chester, West Virginia, spending most of his time in the 
arcade. “I especially liked the claw machine,” he recalls. “You put a nickel in and tried to get a 
silver dollar—once you finally grabbed one in the crane claw, your heart would be in your 
mouth as you brought it up to the slot. If you jiggled your hand even the slightest bit, it would 
drop back down.” 


Popular throughout the country during the 1930s, the claw machine inadvertently led to the 
marriage of this writer’s parents. My father remembers playing it one night with two of his 
friends—‘“‘We had blind dates that night and used the dice we had just won from the claw 
machine to decide who would walk one of our dates home—she lived two miles away. Well, we 
tossed the dice and I lost.”’ Married five years later, my parents recently celebrated their 33rd 
wedding anniversary. 


Dr. Smith’s fascination with coin-operated machines was rekindled in 1962 after his wife Nancy 
gave him a table-top “trade stimulator” as a practical joke on his birthday. Soon the passion for 
these machines embraced the entire family. ‘““My wife and I piled our five kids into the car and 
we set off on buying trips throughout the country.” The Smiths’ thirty-year collecting odyssey 
took them to antique shops, country auctions and even to the cellar of a tavern in an old mining 
town to buy these rapidly disappearing examples of Americana. By sharing the entire process 
of collecting with his children, Dr. Smith says “they got the bug.” His son Jim even postponed 
his career. After graduating from college, he spent three years putting many of the machines 
in working order with the help of skilled mechanics. 


As the collection outgrew their Connecticut home, the Smiths moved their one-of-a-kind 
collection to a charming 19th-century barn in Greenwich. Here, they have shared it with the 
public, either loaning pieces to institutions like the Bruce Museum, also located in Greenwich, 
or by hosting fairs and parties at the barn, where the guests were encouraged to play the 
machines with pennies and nickels provided by the Smiths. 


Documenting America’s popular amusements from the 1880s to the 1960s, the Smith 
Collection is the largest ever to come to sale. In addition, the quality and rarity of many of the 
individual works is unprecedented in the marketplace. The animated five-piece jazz band, circa 
1935, and the roaring animated caged lion and tiger from the 1950s are so rare that nothing 
comparable has ever appeared at public auction. When the Smiths found the jazz band, the 
players had white faces and were dressed in clown suits. While restoring it, they discovered that 
it had originally been a black jazz band and today the players wear tuxedos. Other rare items 
include several lung testers, including the 1905 Mills “Hats Off’ Lung Tester, one of only two 
known to exist. Lung testers were outlawed in 1917 because the common mouthpiece that was 
used to test your lung capacity was thought to spread tuberculosis. Many of these machines 
were either destroyed or converted to grip testers. 


Dr. Smith, a prominent plastic and reconstructive surgeon in New York City and professor at 
the New York Hospital, Cornell University Medical Center, believes that it is “time now to 
share our collection with other people,” and hopes that one day this relatively unknown aspect 
of Americana will become better known. 


No doubt, the video arcades and amusement parks of today will continue to offer new 
challenges and new themes. Yet, there is still a charm to the antique coin-operated machines, 
as Dr. Smith recently observed on a trip to Rye Playland with his grandchildren. “They have a 
penny arcade with antique machines, and I watched people losing money right and left, 
probably just like I did so many years ago.” No doubt this colorful aspect of Americana will 
continue to charm new generations who will want Cupid to deliver a love letter or will listen to 
melodies of the past on the Wurlitzer band organ.

“HATS OFF” TO THE SMITH COLLECTION 


My love for old game machines began in the 1940s when my family owned a 1937 Exhibit Track 
Meet pinball machine. Shortly after graduating from college, I began collecting and restoring 
cylinder phonographs in my spare time, and then in 1969 I opened an antique stop in Los 
Angeles, specializing in automatic music and coin-operated game machines. Seven years later I 
sold the business in order to concentrate on museum quality restorations of coin-operated 
machines, and it was at this time that I first met Dr. Smith. As the owner of one of only two 
known Mills “Hats Off’ Lung Testers (lot 577), Dr. Smith sent me his machine to be restored. 
At the same time, I was restoring the other lung tester for another collector. Neither machine 
was complete, and Dr. Smith’s lung tester had been converted to a grip tester, yet between 
them all the missing parts were able to be duplicated except for the papier-maché farmer 
marquee located at the top of each machine. This was created from a mold I made after 
studying an illustration in the 1905 Mills catalogue. 


Over the next eight years, Dr. Smith continued to ship machines to me for restoration. In 1984 
he persuaded me to move from California to Greenwich, Connecticut, to work as curator/ 
restorer and manager of his vast collection. Dr. Smith’s extensive library of original catalogues 
and advertising literature helped to ensure the accuracy of each restoration. My favorites are 
the 1902 Talking Gypsy Fortune Teller (lot 500), one of only two known to exist; the 1915 “I 
Speak Your Weight” Talking Scale (lot 209), which came to me unplayable and was repaired 
after determining that the record played backwards at 45 RPM; the 1905 Mills Balloon Lung 
Tester (lot 622); the 1905 Watling “Doctor Vibrator” (lot 702); the 1908 Caille Simplex 
Shocker (lot 383); and two 1905 Caille Hercules Grip Test Machines (lots 421 & 602). The iron 
castings of both grip testers were hand-dipped separately several times to achieve the deep rich 
look of marble they originally had. 


While the Smith collection is unique in size and scope, its most special aspect is that it was 
played repeatedly over the years and not just looked at. There were cups of coins next to all the 
machines, even the rarest ones, so that everyone visiting the collection could get a feeling for 
what it was like to be in a Penny Arcade at the turn of the century. 


While I am sad to see this arcade collection sold at auction, I will always have fond memories of 
my years spent restoring Dr. Smith’s collection. Probably my favorite machine is the Mills 1905 
“Hats Off’ Lung Tester—partly because of its rarity and whimsical folk art character, partly 
for its interesting mechanism and the entertainment it provides, and primarily because it was 
the first machine I restored for Dr. Smith eighteen years ago.
